THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the 
County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Loudon on ‘Tuesday, the Ninth day of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after presenta- 
tion of tax bills. 


4. ‘To see if the ‘Town will authorize the Selectmen and 
Town ‘Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not exceeding 
in the aggregate $94,337.56 in anticipation of the col- 
lection of taxes for the current municipal year, and to 
issue in the name and on the credit of the ‘Town nego- 
tiable notes therefor, said notes to be paid in the current 
municipal year from taxes collected during the current 
municipal year. 


8. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 for the construction of more 
water holes for use of the Fire Department; the details 
relating thereto to be the same as voted last year. 


6. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 


priate the sum of $300.00 to aid in the care of neglected 
lots in the following cemeteries: Loudon Ridge, Loudon 
Center, Moore and Mount Hope. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a plan for 
extending to employees of the town the benefits of title 11 
of the Federal Social Security Act (Old-Age and Survivor’s 
Insurance) as authorized by Chapter 234 of the Laws of 
1951 and to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 to 
defray the town’s share of the cost thereof. 


8. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if the 
town will authorize the selectmen to execute on behalf of 
the town the necessary agreement with the State of New 
Hampshire to carry into effect the plan and to see if the 
town will designate the ‘Town Treasurer as the officer to 
be responsible for the administration of the plan. 


9. To see if the ‘Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding $150.00 (less than 1/100th of 
one percent of the ‘Town’s assessed valuation) to the Merri- 
mack Valley Region Association for the purpose of pub- 
licizing and promoting the natural advantages and re- 
sources of the ‘Town in cooperation with the other 37 Com- 
munities in this Region, or act in relation thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to purchase the 
tanker now being used by the Fire Department. 


11. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,500.00 to pay for the above. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to take over the now 
existing Fire Alarm System, free of all bills, and to main- 
tain this existing system and all other that might be in- 
stalled such as the existing system. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a tractor 
and shovel for maintenance of town roads. 
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14. To see if the ‘Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to bond the Town for the amount of thirty-two hundred 
dollars to cover the aforementioned article. 


15. ‘To see if the Town will vote to close the road from 
Ernest Westgate’s to Walter Polky’s, subject to gates and 
bars. 


16. ‘To see if the ‘Town will vote to close the road from 
the Flagg Place to the so-called Kelso Road, subject to gates 
and bars. 


17. (By request) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of ‘Two Hundred dollars ($200.00) 
in addition to money appropriated for road maintenance 
to repair road leading off Route 106 at Perley Ordway’s, 
by the Village Church, and through to Route 106. 


18. (By Request) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Fifty dollars ($50.00) for 
Memorial Day, to be expended by the Veterans’ Committee. 


19. (By Request) To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Fifty dollars ($50.00) for the 
Fourth of July, to be expended by the Veterans’ Commit- 
tee. 


20. (By Request) To see if the town will vote to estab- 
lish a Municipal Court.

22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,500.00 to help meet the cost of the 
estimated deficit for Concord Hospital for 1954, this 
amount being one and 4/10th percent of the estimated 
deficit.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department is one place where “no business” 
is the best report that can be made. We are glad to state 
that the number of calls was considerably lower than for 
several years previously, thirty nine. 

Four waterholes were dug. Two of them being partly 
paid for by those on whose property they are located. 
Those done this year are located as follows: Junction of 
School Street and Oak Hill Road; Robert McLaren’s; in 
back of Michaud’s (Pleasant Street) and in back of Dean 
French’s (Sebattus Heights.) There are still several requests 
for waterholes in logical locations and if money is made 
available they will be done as soon as practical. 

There is considerable interest relative to extending the 
fire alarm system to cover the White School, Sebattus 
Heights and the Ridge areas. Simple surveys have been 
made and many interviews given with expectations that 
something might soon take place. Per set of buildings the 
cost would not be prohibitive and would be added _ pro- 
tection almost beyond price. 

Work on the addition to the fire station, though started 
late, progressed rapidly with a small group of workers put- 
ting in a great deal of time and effort, sometimes working 
by floodlights far into the night. It is all but completed. 
All that remains to be done is the inside of the tower. Cold 
weather came just as the outside was finished with the 
available money gone at the same time. A small amount 
will be needed to complete this project worth several times 
the amount spent. 

The tanker has, by vote of the Firemen’s Association 
and the approval of the Fire Board, been completed and 
is offered for acceptance at the forthcoming town meeting. 
The cost is extremely low and its value very great. An ex- 
ample of tanker operation can be seen at the Horace 
Green place. Without tankers there would be no place 
today. ‘Taxable property is on the town books and there 
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is a place for people to live ONLY because tankers were 
put to work. 

The mutual aid system is working out splendidly. Several 
major fires in as many communities, including our own, 
have been held to a minimum loss by prompt response of 
outside departments called through the planned action of 
mutual aid. 

‘The Ladies Auxiliary, as usual, carry on their self ap- 
pointed tasks without fuss or fanfare. They stand always 
ready to aid and assist in ever so many ways. They are 
held up as an example all over the state. Already fifteen 
similar organizations have been started, and patterned 
after them, with the assistance of the President and Officers 
of this Auxiliary. 

We, in the Fire Department, are constantly striving to 
better perform our self assumed tasks with no hope of re- 
ward and with but one thought in mind — better protec- 
tion for you and your property.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN

We had no fires of any consequence this year. “Two or 
three should be classed as “might have beens” but prompt 
action by the fire department stopped them almost im- 
mediately. 

There were several bad fires in the state, however, and 
the men in town did more than their share in fighting 
them. When crews were called for the requests were always 
filled. This cooperation might pay off when it is most 
needed. We might be the ones needing assistance the 
next time 

Let’s keep our record good. Please remember only YOU 
can prevent fire.

People Play a Vital Part in Our Forest Fire Problems 


A review of the 1953 fire season proves the vital part 
people play in the never ending battle to prevent forest 
fires. 

In this fire district there were 133 fires in 26 of the 
district’s 30 towns; 409 acres were burned over and it cost 
$9,499.97 to extinguish them. This figure was reduced 
somewhat through payment of fire costs by persons re- 
sponsible for illegal fires, fires which escaped from control 
and fires caused by their carelessness. Costs were abnormally 
high this year due to protracted periods of dry weather 
which increased the difficulty of extinguishing fires. 

Eighty-eight percent of the 133 fires were man-caused 
and could have been prevented. They tell a story which 
needs to be carefully studied. Some people were careless 
in disposing of smoking material and camp fires; others 
burned without the required warden permit — disregard- 
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ing weather, forest conditions and the normal safeguards 
recognized and considered by the warden in issuing per- 
mits. Other fires resulted from children playing with 
matches, carelessly handled fireworks, faulty railroad and 
truck equipment, etc. 

These fires cost a lot to extinguish, most of which could 
have been avoided — this affects taxes; local business 
was interrupted by men leaving their jobs to extinguish 
the fires; trees that might otherwise have built houses, re- 
paired bridges and supplied raw materials for local in- 
dustries were destroyed; seedling growth — the future tim- 
ber crop was wiped out. 

This picture can, however, be reversed if people who 
offend could be impressed with the importance of observ- 
ing the simple but essential common sense safeguards that 
will prevent forest fires. They are: 


1. Care in disposing of lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches in and near woodlands. 


2. Care in selecting camp fire sites and completely ex- 
tinguishing them. 


3. Consultation with the local forest fire warden before 
burning to secure the required permit. 


People play a vital part in our forest fire problem.

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REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE 


The status of the Civil Defense Organization remains 
as a skeleton force with all the various units a matter of 
record with our headquarters and the unit leaders. ‘These 
leaders, with your Director, have had occasional meetings 
keeping as well informed as possible and correcting the 
listings. 

In sky watching it seemed almost impossible to expect 
a large number of people, with more than enough to do, 
to put in still more hours though we understand it to be 
a serious and important business. We are arranging to have 
Ground Observer leaders have complete twenty-four hour 
crews in readiness to operate at any moment. Instead of 
having but one observation post with it’s many drawbacks, 
including such things as transportation for many that 
might otherwise be able to take part, we are establishing 
two posts, one on the Ridge, the other near the village. 

We have a siren at Mr. Warren Jenkins which serves 
the southern end of the village, it is controlled from the 
fire station. Another at Bumfagon Farm which should 
cover quite a large area. This, when completed will also 
be controlled from the fire station. 

Recently, Concord was declared a primary target area 
which makes it possible to get matching fund from the 
government to purchase different materials from time to 
time. With this in mind it was decided to ask for the sum 
of $150. for any small outlay. When the posts are readied 
at the two points mentioned there may be a small outlay 
there. 

On aJnuary 24th a red alert was made for state wide 
tests. This organization took active part. All signals were 
sounded, the police unit stopped all traffic, the fire unit re- 
ported and all unit leaders were notified. From this local 
level it appeared to be completely successful. We sincerely 
hope that it will never be necessary to go farther than a 
trial but in such an unhappy circumstance we shall try 


to be ready to carry on.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


At the 1953 Town Meeting it was voted to create a Town 
Planning Board. Just how much such a Board might be 
able to accomplish was a question but there was everything 
to gain and nothing to lose. 

Three members were elected leaving two to be chosen 
by those three. Following out the desires expressed in the 
original motion, they asked and received the hearty co- 
operation of two others from different sections so that 
your Planning Board now consists of: J. Westly Robinson, 
Chairman; Everett K. Jenkins, Sec-Treas.; Lloyd Moore, 
William Osgood and Mrs. Vera Presby. 

The Board has held regular monthly meetings, has 
kept in touch with the State Board and wishes to make 
this report of its first year. 

Some of the projects that the Board thought worthy of 
study were — 1. The possibilities of small industries locat- 
ing, or coming into being here in town. 2. A comprehen- 
sive study of the road situation. 3. Gathering of informa- 
tion and pictures with the ultimate objective being a 
history of the town. 4. A study of recreational possibilities. 
5. The requirements necessary to have an accurate tax map 
for the Selectmen. 6. What methods might be employed 
whereby worthwhile publicity might be obtained for the 
town. 

The first item, Industry, has proved a stubborn one. 
We are working with the Industrial Division of the State 
Planning Board. We receive and study the frequent re- 
ports and listings from this source. These include such 
things as companies considering moving from their present 
locations, those thinking of sub divisions, and those de- 
sirous of purchasing various materials, or parts, that might 
well be supplied by small concerns located near their 
source of supply. These usually call for items stemming 
from lumber in all its aspects. We are gathering all the 
necessary data relative to the installation of any industry, 
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at all likely to locate in a town such as ours, from the 
ground — up. 

Our work on item two — roads — boils down to a recom- 
mendation for town action namely that “A complete 
record be compiled of all roads that have been through 
past action at Town Meetings, either discontinued or 
closed and subject to gates and bars.’ After such work 
has been finished we recommend — “that the necessary 
work be completed whereby (by suitable signs) the travel- 
ing public may be informed of the road conditions ahead, 
and those subject to gates and bars be thus closed off.” It 
is also recommended that signs be erected at all crossroads 
or junctions naming the roads involved. 

Work on item three — A _ town -history — has pro- 
gressed surprisingly. ‘his, to a large degree, is due to the 
interest and endeavors of an important sixth member of 
the Board. Mrs. Richard Moll has graciously accepted the 
the postion of Historian. A number of fine pictures have 
been gathered together. Several volumes containing vital 
information have been loaned, or given, and many items 
pertaining to the subject have been uncovered in libraries 
and other places. This important work, we feel, should 
be continued and enlarged. 

Regarding a tax map it was found that several places 
have been using them for years and have found them to be 
a great value. There are two main ways that a map may be 
worked up either of which call for a great deal of time 
and effort but a relatively small outlay of money. Aerial, 
or regular maps, could be used with the minute details 
gathered from town and county records. Should the Select- 
men agree we would like to recommend that the neces- 
sary funds be made available for this work. 

One form of inexpensive, but effective, advertising for 
the town would be attarctive signs near the town lines. It 
has been found that the State Board has the facilities to 
work this out quite satisfactorily when furnished with the 
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required details. ‘The Board wishes to recommend that 
such signs be secured and duly posted. That the few dol- 
lars required be raised and appropriated. 

During a strong windstorm on May 24th the home- 
made antenna used by the Fire Department was blown 
down. While hurried efforts were being made to repair it 
the call came for assistance at the Clifford French fire in 
Pittsfield Upper City. This called attention to the need 
of a more substantial antenna. Under the sponsorship of 
the Board a townwide canvas was conducted. The re- 
sponse was most gratifying and in short order a rugged 
steel tower and a ‘ground plane’ antenna was purchased 
and installed. ‘The fire department is thereby in a position 
to better serve it’s purpose of quick response in any emer- 
gency. 

Many other thoughts and ideas are being given every 
consideration and it is truly believed, by the Board, that 
this work should be continued. 

We close this first report with a final recommendation — 
“That the present board members be reelected for a term 
of two years.”

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Loudon: 


It is a pleasure and a privilege to report to you this year 
regarding your schools. 

Due to the wisdom of the people and the untiring efforts 
of citizens who assisted the school board and the school 
officials, the new school building has been assured. ‘To all 
who may now be impatient to see some action taken tow- 
ards construction it is proper to explain that the shortage 
of steel delayed the beginning of construction until so 
late in the fall that it believed unwise to start work be- 
fore this spring. Although such an extended waiting has 
been a disappointment to many of us, the delay has 
saved the school district a considerable amount of money; 
and this fact is of some financial advantage to the com- 
unity. 

Much credit should be given to every teacher who co- 
operated so well with the school board and _ superinten- 
dent during this year. They had to make an adjustment, 
after having planned otherwise; they displayed a fine 
spirit of professional loyalty and deserve commendation 
for it. 

I would like to say that the schools this year have been 
good. Instruction has been thorough and much attention 
has been given to individual children. This is excellent 
procedure. Adequate supplies and up to date text books 
have helped the teachers to perform their duties to a high 
degree of efficiency. The morale of both teacher and 
children seems to be high and that is worth much. Some 
unusual activities, such as instruction in proper use of fire- 
arms, has been made available to the upper grade children; 
visiting a local beaver dam has served to make real to the 
boys and girls some facts about natural history that is real 
and not merely read about in books. 

In looking ahead for next year, it is advisable to men- 
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tion that some thought should center upon the matter of 
school transportation. Present arrangements have several 
disadvantages both to children, who have to wait long 
periods before they can be taken to their home, and to 
teachers who are obliged to spend long hours after school 
to supervise and keep track of the children. If some plan 
can be adopted that will relieve such a situation and at the 
same time cut transportation cost and give better service, 
it should be considered for adoption. 

I also recommend that the length of the school day be 
increased next year. The children could profit by having 
a longer school day. This should be at least five hours for 
every child except the very small children. 

Your budget this year is higher than ever before, but it 
is due in part to factors over which you have no control. 
Rising costs of tuition at high school levels is one of these 
factors. I want to assure you that the School Board, in pro- 
posing this budget realize that it is high, but that it is the 
very minimum under which the new school can be operat- 
ed next year. 

In closing this brief report I want to thank the teachers, 
the School Board and every citizen of Loudon who have 
in any way helped during the past to secure for the chil- 
dren of the community greater opportunities for educa- 
tional growth.
